We be
lieve if the matter is fairly represented if
all the facts are properly set forth, the post
master general would not hesitate to restore
the mails heretofore enjoyed by our
people.

There is not a day that we do not receive
letters calling on us to agitate this subject
and ask action. Persons living in the inte
rior write to us, and send their letters twen
ty and thirty miles to- mail them, stating'
mat tneir people all want to take the pa-
pers but cannot do so for the want of post
omccs.

Congress will assemble in a few dayB
and the subject if acted on promptly, would
no doubt, if such a course is necessary, be
brought immediately before that body. .

Why then did the Legislature consent to
waste its time and the people's money
pursuing an investigation into nothing ?

We tell the Republican members of the
Legislature that the resolutions offered by
Messrs. Durham, Jarvis, Malone & Co., were
so many direct insults to them, and instead
of an easy acquiescence, should have brought

The fault was bis own and he should not
be allowed to bother the people, who have
paid their taxes once to pay them again
People do net, as a general thing, keep their
tax receipts more than a year, and may be
forced to pay again taxes which they paid
long ago. The people cannot perceive the
beneficence of such acts nor the wisdom of
the legislation which allows them. Wo
hope that any such biU will be killed at once

There are also other bills to suspend the
collection of taxes from certain corporations.
We do not like such bills. The State needs
all the money she can raise, and we do not
think it proper nor wise to allow any corpo-
ration to escape the of its proper
amount of taxes.-Wi- th' tlle ,ntere8t
bonds unpaid such a course would militategreatly against the intenats of the State.

w e ao not think Mr. Jarvis' reasons of
much weight, or that they in the least ex
plain his course or affect our previous
remarks.

In the first place a legislative request ia
virtually an instruction to the Congressmen
to whom it is directed. The word "reques-
ted" in such cases is oftcner used than the
word "instructed." Therefore we take the
first reason of Mr. Jarvis as a mere quibble
suggested by his legal brain, and as amount-
ing to nothing.

His second reason is even more absurd
than his first. High soundincr lansuaere in
the preamble could not invalidate or at all
injure the text of the resolution itself, much
less render worthless the great principles
therein contained. The Republicans pre-
ferred the Senate substitute because it pro-
vided tor the removal of political disabilities
from every man in the whole South, while
the House resolution but referred to tho
State. Therefore we c. nnot but think that
in voting against the substitute Mr. Jarvia
and his fellow "Democrats" did vote against
the removal of political disabilities. "Th&
sun, moon or stars" would scarcely be affect-te- d

to any perceptible degree by the lan-

guage of the preamble, while the Southern
people are severely affected by the political
disabilities now imposed upon them. We
think it would have been much better for
Mr. Jarvis and his fellow "Democrats" to
have shown less solicitude about the sun
moon and stars and more for the banned
and proscribed people of the South.

The Militia taw.
It is singular to see how unanimously

It is infested by Ku KIux, who com
mit most outrageous deeds. There is no se
curity for the life or property of any man
to whom the Ku Klux may be opposed. Yet
the Governor is powerless to prevent their
outrages or to remedy the existing state ot
affairs.

Because the country is controlled bv Dem

ocratic officials, who will not retptat that
militia be sent to them, and the Governor
cannot send militia into the county except
at the request of the magistrates. Thus, the
officials do not enforce the laws imnn th
pretence of being unable to do so. and will
not permit the Governor to do it for them.

Again. By the present law anv citizen
can refuse to serve in the militia, and n.payment of two dollars cannot be forced to
do so.

corrected if wrong 1 wtta!d announce the
conclusion to which I have . come whd less
rplnntjuiee than I do.
- It was contended bv Mr. Phillips, the

counsel who submitted the argument on the
part of the United States that this Court
would exceed its power in recognizing to any
extent or for any purpose the existence
of ariy mefe fevolutionary body, such as

that styling itself the "Republic ot Cnba" in
the absence df any act; resoliftimi,.pcclania-tio- n

of the Legislative or Esecutife Depart
ment of our governmentj declaring or ad
mitting to any extent; tne existence ui ouun

a government That there is no author
ity to show that such power was designed
to be allowed the Courts: or were ever exer
cised by the CoHrts Of tbe United States,
but on tbe contrary there is abutidant and
conclusive authority both of ouf Circuit
and Supreme Court to show that tbey have
not only declined to claim or exercise such

but declared it to exist with and to
Eower exercised by the political depart-
ments of tbe government alone. That a
power or government must necessarily
be recognized to have existence before
they can be admitted as claimants to de
fend or be in any way heard in the Court

other objections were urged by the coun
sel to the sufficiency of the evidence offered
by J. Morallcs Lemus, to show that he was
authorized to represent and claim for the
Kepublic of Cuba.

This like tbe question of title, the Court
regards as not now necessary to be consid-
ered.

I listened with care and much interest to
the argument of the learned counsel who
addressed the Court in behalf of the party
who asks to be admitted as agent, and to
claim, and to authorities read and comment-
ed upon by him.

I have examined the authorities cited on
both sides, and considered these authorities
and the arguments with care and have been
forced to tbe conclusion that this question
is with the United States, and I must so de-
clare.

I confess to some degree of hesitancy in so
declaring because, partially cosidered it may
seem as if it recognized to some extent,
a right in the strong to deny justice to the
weak. But if anything should be yielded
for such a consideration, it would be alto-
gether unjustifiable on my part. Less de-
fensible for me would such a cause be for
the reason that I entertain so. clearly the
opinion,that Courts have no right to consider
any question of law submitted to them in a
policy view.

Courts should construe the law ascer-
tain and declare the law, as it is, without
reference to any opinion of the Judge as to
what the law tkould be.

Though no case parallel to this case has
been cited, yet cases have been referred to
and commented upon by the counsel for the
govement, which in my opinion conclusive-
ly settle this question,

I will first refer to the case of the U. S, v.
Palmer 3d. Wheat 610. This was an indict-
ment against the defendant and others under
the Act of Congress for robbery upon the
high seas in the Circuit Court lor the Dis
trict of Massachusetts. The Judges were not
agreed, and certified eleven questions for tbe
opinion ot tne bupremc (Jourt That emi-
nent Judge, Chief Justice Marshal deliver
ed the opinion of the Court. I will only re-

fer to the remarks of the learned Chief Jus
tice upon the tenth question so certified.

" The question is certified in the follow
ing language." "Whether any colony, dis-
trict or people who have revolted from their
native allegiance and have assumed upon
themselves the exercise of independent and
sovereign power, can be deemed in any
Court of the United States an independent
or sovereign nation or government, until
they have been acknowledged as such by
tne government ot the United States ; and
whether such acknowledgement can be
proved in a Court of the United States oth-
erwise than by some act, resolution or stat-
ute of Congress or by some public procla
mation or other public act of the Exe
cutive authority of the United States, di-

rectly containing or announcing such ac
knowledgement, or by publicly receiving
or acknowledging an ambassador
or other public minister from such colony,
district or people; and whether such ac-

knowledgment can be proved by mere in-

ference from the private acts or private in-

structions of the Executive of the United
States, where no public acknowledgement
has ever been made ; and whether the courts
ot tbe States are bound judiciously to take
notice of the existing relations of the States
as to foreign States and sovcignties, their
colonics and dependencies.

That great Judge and the Supreme court
declares as follows : "Those questions which
respect the rights of a foreign empire, which
asserts and is contending for its indepen-
dence and the conduct which must be ob
served by the courts of the Union towards
the subjects of such sections of an empire
who may be brought before the tribunals of
tnis country are equally dimcult and deli
cate.

As it is understood that the construction
which has been given to the Acts of Con-
gress will render a particular answer unneces-
sary, the Court will only observe that such
questions are generally rather political than
icgm iii meir cuaracter.

They belong more properly to those who
can declare what the law thall be, who can
place the nation m such a position with re-

spect to foreign powers as to their iudg
nicnt may seem wise, to whom are intrusted
all its foreign relations: than to that trihu- -
nal whose power as well as duty is confin-
ed to the application of the rule which the
Legislature may prescribe for it. In such
contests the nation may engiige itself with
one party or tbe other may observe abso
lute neutrality may recognize the new
State absolutely, or may make a limited re
cognition of it The procccdinas in conrLq
must depend so entirely on ihe cour-- e of
tne government mat it is dilhcult to give a
precise answer to questions which do not
rcter to a particular nation.

tnis Court is of opinion that. whin a
civil war wages in a foreign nation one
part of which separates itself from the old
established Government and erects itself
